uge, others lose much or all 
of their potency. 

Bul, chances orc, many of you 


nre holding on to ‘those assorted ” 


bottles stuffed In your medicine 
chest wile trying to remember 
just how long you have had 
them. 

If you don’t remember when 
you got a specific medicine, get 
rid of it right away. 

But if you are ‘wondering 
whether a falrly recent purchase 
might have lost Its effectiveness, 
there are a few ways of deter- 
mining how potent it Ls simply 
by Its appearance. 

Tablets which have started to 
crumble should be tossed out.

come dark, sephrate or sequire,

Keep solutions only us long 
as they remain clear, Get rid of 
them whtn they change colour 
or you can sce residue In the

But whether o certain drug 
looks good or not, If there ls no

While you're clCaning out the 
medicine cabinet, I suggest you 
disinfect It ut the same time, 
You can clean and disinfect in a 
single optration by, using a 
mixture of 2% tablespoons of a’
